OUR COALING STATIONS. -". 
In tha coursa of his longthy oration on 


tho cause of his resignation, Lord Rendolph | - 


Ohurchill oxpressed the following soutiments 
with fogard to the defenco, of our coaling 
stations i—" 

Thore geome, to be a great doal of misap~ 
prehénsion about this question of the coal- 
ing stations. I’ never reaiyned upon the 
question of tho: coaling atntions——nover. 
In convorsation: with my right ‘hon. 
friond-~and long conversations wo had 
—wo went through the- Army Estim- 
‘ates itom by i:om, and my right hon. 
friond, waa of opinion that net one of those 
items could bd reducéd. At tho ond of a 
convorention, whon J asked him whother it 
was quite impossible to make the smallost 
roduction’in thé Army. Estimates, he said 
there was only one item—of 400,0002.—on 
which a ‘reduction. could to made, and its 
reduction he wouldnever consent to, as it was 
the vote for furtifying tho coaling stations. 
In the correspondence with Lord Salisbury T 
mentioned that this wae an i 
reduction mizht be made if the, policy of 
tho Government could be reconciled with 


the reduction, and on that intimation Lord. 


Salisbury, who is a master of the art of 
tactics—(a laugh)—I do not in the Teast 
complain, but he at once with cleverness 
identified my resignation iith thy uestion 
of tho cosling’ stations. Rually 4 never 
rosignvd upon the coaling stations, I re- 
signed upor retrouchment—whethor there 
vas to be retranchmont ox there was not to 
ba. [ considered that I was absulutely 
pledged to retrenchmant, and unless tho 
Govertmont. went in for it it was impos- 
sible for me to be Chancallor of tho Ex- 
chequer. I do not wish to say mach abuut 
tho coaling stations, but { may twke tho 
opportunity of saying thatif wo are-to adopt 
- a policy of expondituro upon the fortitica- 
tion of coujing stations, we shall bo showing 
conclusively tho utter basolessness of the 
woll-knowa proverb that a burut child 
dreads the fire, Tho House may not be 
awaro that this year we como t6 the practical 
termination of the cnormous terminable 
anouities—no less than five millions a year 
—which were tisod by Lord Palmorston to 
raiso loans for fortitications; there wore 
other loans included, but the main portion 
of tha anuuitios which, practically come to 
an end. this year were for the loang for 
fortifications, aud: it is not too much. to 
assy that of that moncy which. was expend- 
ed upon fortifications years and years a0, 
and which you have jist paid oll, two thirds 
‘or three fourths of it wua absolutely thrown 
into the gutter. I thinkitis quite probable. 
thut if the right hon, member for Mi ilothi- 
an, when he was Chancollor of the Ex- 
chequer, and when ho had that grout 
dispute with Lord Palmerston, in which 
Lord Palmerston said he would svoner 
Jose Mr Gladstone than lose Ports- 
mouth Hurbour—if he hud stuck to his 
guns, and had stond vut _ against 
Lord Pulmerston, the country might have 


boon savod the outlay of ung millions. Ag: 


to the coaling stations, all 1 have to‘say is 
that if you can show me that the monuys 
will not be wasted, that the engineers 
know how, to construct scienlitic for- 
tiGcations, and that.you will arm them 
whon they ara constructad—(hear, hoar)— 
and maintain them in an vfficient atate, 
{ ghall have nothing to say against tho 
policy ;* bute T approach the question 
with the utmost apprehension and ecop- 
ticiam because of the pruvious expe- 
rience. of this country on the question, 
which certainly hon. gontlemen ought not 
to exclude frum their consideration, It is 
a groat question, well wotthy of the con- 
aidoration of the House, whether tho policy 
ofthe defence of the British Eipire may 
not follow upon the lines of forvign policy 
which we adopt towards other matiuns—not 
by ony means a policy of cowardica, but a 
policy of tho careful avoidance of all un- 
necessary eutanylements. (Hear, hoar.) 
Agiin, I would venture to rep se tha.palicy 
‘of the defence of the umpire—if it is to be 
followed up. with courage and resvlution— 
on the patriotiain and loyalty of a free and 
contented people; aaimated not so much by 
the strength of their Curtitications aa by 
their undying historic momories. <Aand, in 
tha third pluce, I, would prefer to repose 
the defence of the British Empire upon 4 
careful, thrifty, ‘and frogal hnabanding in 
time of peaco of those national rosourees 
in order that in time of war they may be 
exuberantly displayed iu all their irresistiole 
might. Tain notatall clear that these eneral 
romarke do not indicate asafer and more 
economical policy for the defence of the 
empire than that of throwing ourselves 
hystericully into the embraco of engincers 
‘ or of lying down pusillanimously in a 
cometory of earthworks, (Laughter.)
